"There's  Only  One  Ohio."  the  theme  for  Homecoming,  proved 
worthy  of  not  only  surpassing  the  previous  heights  Bobcat  spirit  has 
known,  but  also  transcending  the  typical  inspirational  message.  Ohio 
University  students,  alumni,  faculty  and  other  supportive  Athenians  all 
joined  forces  in  October  for  the  most  impressive  coming  home  event 
of  the  year.  With  a  brief  debate  brewing  earlier  in  the  year  regarding 
the  rights  to  "Ohio,"  the  university  was  overwhelmingly  dedicated  to 
retrieving  all  past  Bobcats  for  support  during  the  celebration. 

Alumni  returned  in  unprecedented  numbers  to  reach  Athens  in 
time  for  the  festivities.  The  annual  Homecoming  visitors,  men  and 
women  of  all  graduating  classes,  walked  arm-in-arm  through  the  paths 
they  once  knew  as  students.  By  Friday  evening,  the  streets  were 
spilling  and  the  bars  were  bursting  with  alumni.  The  energy  exhibited 
uptown  left  no  doubt  that  it  would  be  a  weekend  to  remember. 

Ohio  University  organizations  also  became  richly  involved  in  the 
celebration  of  Homecoming.  The  Greek  community  led  a  service 
project  that  concentrated  on  collecting  food  and  clothing  for  the 
Athens  County  Red  Cross.  Meanwhile,  the  Black  student  Cultural 
Programming  Board  held  its  22nd  annual  Homecoming  Coronation 
with  the  theme  "Reminisce:  Times  Change,  Memories  Remain."

The  parade  commenced  early  Saturday  morning,  where  the 
streets  were  lined  with  spectators  eager  for  the  big  game.  The 
Marching  110,  along  with  0U  cheerleaders  and  the  dance  team 
worked  to  energize  the  spirit  of  the  crowd.  A  member  of  the 
dance  team  commented  that  even  those  not  officially  part  of  the 
parade  joined  the  procession  in  an  effort  to  Strengthen  team 
spirit.  The  floats  and  banners  added  even  more  to  the  magic  of 
the  morning.  The  float  competition  winners  were  Delta  Gamma, 
Acacia  and  Phi  Kappa  Thcta  while  Kappa  Delta  Pi  took  first  place 
in  the  banner  competition. 

The  Peden  Stadium  audience,  once  through  the  gates,  poured 
their  energy  onto  the  playing  field,  which  was  graciously  received 
by  Bobcat  players.  The  team  fought  courageously  against  the 
Akron  Zips,  ending  in  a  rewarding  28-14  win  while  the  crowd 
rejoiced  in  cheers  and  songs  of  Ohio.  All  those  in  green  and 
white  knew  why  they  were  there  that  day.  They  knew  why  they 
had  come  home.  They  knew  what  they  had  always  known: 
There's  Only  One  Ohio.

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Since  ll)74.  Athens  has  been  well  known  for 
its  Halloween  traditions.  Despite  the  new  dorm 
polieies,  parking  restrietions,  and  the  extra 
poliee  officers  brought  in  to  handle  the  crowd, 
almost  30,000  people  flocked  to  Court  Street. 
Petitions  were  signed  and  a  protest  march  was 
held  in  an  attempt  to  rid  the  festivities  of  the 
restrictions.  In  the  end,  dorm  residents  found 
themselves  wearing  wristbands  all  weekend  in 
order  to  be  admitted  to  their  dorm  rooms.  A 
limitation  was  also  placed  on  the  number  of 
guests  a  dorm  resident  could  have.  Many 
thought  the  new  policies  were  unjust  and 
unfair.  Others  believed  it  to  be  a  factor  in  the 
crowd  being  better  behaved  than  in  the  past. 
The  arrests  for  the  weekend  totaled  317. 

On  Saturday  night,  the  festivities  began 
around  5:30  with  the  band.  A  smaller  crowd 
than  in  past  years  congregated  on  Court  Street 
in  order  to  flaunt  their  apparel.    A  large  mass

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Take  Back  the  Night  week,  held  May  10-13,  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  biggest  and  most  controversial  in  OL'  history. 

The  week  began  with  poetry  readings  and  speakers  who 
diseussed  the  relationships  between  women  and  men.  There 
were  also  discussions  on  the  portrayal  of  women  in  the  media. 

A  self-defense  workshop  was  offered  to  teach  women 
empowerment  and  protection.  A  mock  rape  trial  was  put  on  by 
the  Ohio  Review  of  Law  and  Ethics,  along  with  the  Women's 
Affairs  Commission. 

"We're  trying  to  educate  people  a  little  differently  with  this 
trial  rather  than  just  with  a  round-table  discussion."  said  Lori 
Morgan,  vice  commissioner  of  WAC.  The  court  ease  dealt  with 
acquaintance  date  rape  because  it  has  been  a  very  relevant  issue 
in  Athens  for  the  last  few  years. 

The  final  events  of  the  week  were  the  annual  Take  Back  the 
Night  rally  and  march.  Similar  to  years  past,  there  was  a  debate 
over  whether  or  not  men  should  be  invited  to  march.  Men  have 
joined  the  march  in  the  past  to  demonstrate  their  compassion  for 
women's  mistreatment.  However,  this  year  it  was  decided  that 
they  would  not  be  permitted  to  march. 

Hundreds  of  women's  voices  sounded  throughout  the  night  as 
they  let  the  university  and  the  city  know  that  their  cries  could  not 
be  ignored.  To  illustrate  the  number  of  people  who  attended,  it 
took  over  three  minutes  for  the  entire  march  to  pass  under 
Richland  Bridge. 

"You  don't  have  to  be  a  sexual  assault  survivor  to  be  here,"  said 
Debbie  Kuzawa.  public  relations  chair  of  the  Feminist  Majority 
Group.  "It's  about  women  having  a  voice  and  bringing  awareness 
to  everyone  (regardless  of  sex  or  gender)."

focus  is  to  raise  some  very  sensitive  issues 
related  to  the  transgender,  lesbian,  gay  and 
bisexual  community. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  events  of  the 
week  was  a  discussion  panel  on  religion  and 
sexual  orientation.  The  panel  consisted  of 
students  and  religious  leaders  in  the  Athens 
community,  which  included  Reverend  .Ian 
Griesinger,  director  of  the  I'nitcd  Campus 
Ministry,  and  Rabbi  Elaina  Stein,  director  of 
the  llillel  Jewish  Community  Center.  The 
general  consensus  from  the  students  and 
community  leaders  was  that  you  can  be 
religious  and  consider  yourself  to  be  queer  at 
the  same  time.  "I  think  the  spirit  of  God  is  in 
the  coming-out  process,''  said  Griesinger. 
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But  religious  events  like  ComingOL'T 
Jewish  and  ComingOUT  Christian  were 
not  the  only  events  during  Pride  Week. 
<  )n  the  fun  side  of  the  celebration  was 
the  Swingin'  Drag  Soiree  held  in  Baker 
Center  Ballroom.

"It 
gives  other  people  the  chance  to  be  part 
of  tile  community,  and  it's  a  good  time- 
to  celebrate  and  be  out  and  proud  about 
being  queer."

sharing  information  about  their  culture  and  their  background. 
Many  places  had  food,  drinks  and  amazing  little  trinkets  for 
spectators  to  purchase. 

At  one  of  the  tables.  Taiwan  had  little  animals  made  out  of 
knots,  beautiful  sculptures  and  tiny  carved  animals.

While  viewing  all  the  wonderful  things  offered  by  the 
various  groups,  participants  could  get  a  taste  of  what  they 
were  about  as  well.  Jamaica  served  jerk  and  curried  chicken 
and  Cendol  offered  a  West  Java  beverage,  which  was  a 
greenish-color  punch.  Southeast  Asia  served  a  drink  called 
E.S.  Teller,  which  was  made  with  ice.  fruit,  syrup  and  milk. 
Spain  offered  Sangria,  a  sweet,  fruity  wine,  but  this  version 
was  non-alcoholic.  As  the  people  took  pleasure  in  the  taste  of 
diversity,  music  sounded  all  over  Court  Street.

Satellite  Communications  for  Learning  (SCOLA)  imports 
foreign  television  programming  for  educational 
institutions.  Through  this  non-profit  corporation  and  other 
sources,  CATYision  in  the  spring  was  able  to  add  two  new- 
stations  with  international  news,  documentaries  and 
entertainment.  Cultural  programming  is  delivered  in  4( 
languages,  including  an  all-Chinese  station  and  a  Spanish 
station.  The  Arab  Network  was  also  added  to  Channel  14. 

Exchange  programs  bring  many  international  students 
to  OL'.  Chuubu  University  in 
Japan  has  swapped  students  for 
the  past  several  years.  The  Hong 
Kong  Baptist  University  began  a 
program  over  the  summer  session 
in    1999. 

Another  Dutch  student.  Jerome 
Westerbeek,  studied  broadcast 
journalism  for  a  quarter.  He  likes 
the  campus  environment  of  OU 
because  the  buildings  are  not 
spread  out  all  over  a  city  like  his 
university  in  Utrecht,  Holland, 
where  he  studies  radio  journalism.

The  announcement  came  in  the  middle  of  spring 
quarter,  the  1999  commencement  speaker  was  going 
to  be  CNN's  "Early  Edition"  co-anchor  Leon  Harris. 
Many  seniors  were  disappointed  with  the 
announcement  because  Mr.  Harris  wasn't  a 
"well-known"  politician  or  entertainer.

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What's  in  a  name? 
Apparently  a  lot  when  it  comes  to  the  name 
"Ohio."  The  great  name  war  between  Ohio 
State  University  and  Ohio  University  dragged 
on  throughout  this  year  with  and  we  are  happy 
to  say.  OU  coming  out  triumphant,  and 
keeping  dibs  on  "Ohio." 

OU  was  prepared  to  defend  its  trademark  in 
a  federal  court  this  year,  if  the  two  universities 
couldn't     reach     an     agreement.  Both 

universities  tried  to  expand  their  use  of  "Ohio" 
when  the  dispute  erupted. 

OSU  focused  on  its  historie  uses  of  the 
word,  while  OU  changed  its  Internet  domain 
from  "oliiou.edu"  to  "ohio.edu." 

Also,  OSU's  trademarked  "O"  didn't  sit  well 
with  OU  officials.  OSU  was  denied  rights  to 
use  any  logo  that  was  not  previously  approved. 
"Ohio"  became  a  registered  trademark  at  OU 
in  May  1995.  However,  this  does  not  mean 
that  OU  has  all  the  rights  to  the  sacred  name. 
OU  never  disputed  OSU's  historical  use  of  the 
word,  but  it  wants  to  retain  rights  to  the  term 


and  to  continue  to  have  the  public  associate 
"Ohio"  with  OU. 

OU  alumnus  Matt  Lauer  tipped  his  Bobcat 
coffee  mug  to  6  million  viewers  of  the  Today 
Show  to  show  his  support  for  OU  keeping  the 
rights  to  "Ohio." 

The  Today  Show  recapped  the  events  of  the 
name  war  for  the  viewers.  Lauer  claimed 
neutrality,  but  then  picked  up  his  mug  in 
support  of  his  fellow  bobcats. 

This  past  spring  OSU  and  OU  reached  a 
settlement  that  gave  OU  the  trademark  rights 
to  "Ohio."  This  was  possibly  the  Bobcats 
biggest  victory  this  year.

Ohio  University  celebrated  Black  History 
Month  in  many  ways.  Many  African  American 
visitors  came  to  Ohio  University  and  shared 
parts  of  the  black  culture  with  students, 
faculty  members   and   members   of  the 

community.  They  told  stories  of  black  history, 
and  they  enlightened  OU  students  with  their 
contributions  to  American  society. 
Throughout  the  entire  month  of  February, 
many  of  the  residence  halls  displayed 
billboards  of  famous  African  Americans  who 
have  done  incredible  things  and  have  made 
America  what  it  is  today.  Black  History  Month 
taught  students  a  great  deal  about  African 
Americans  stand  for.  It  helped  people  to 
appreciate  all  that  African  Americans  have 
contributed  to  our  country. 

An  Ohio  University  playwright  and  Assistant 
Theater  Professor,  Charles  Smith,  brought 
black  history  to  life,  when  he  created  his  play, 
"Black  Star  bine."  It  is  the  story  of  a  black 
separatist,  Marcus  Garvey.  The  play  came  to 
life  on  a  stage  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  Being 
that  an  Ohio  University  professor  created  this 
magnificent  play  says  quite  a  bit  for  our 
university.  Students  actually  have  the 
opportunity  to  study  with  Professor  Smith, 
who  not  only  won  positive  reviews  from  critics 
for  "Black  Star  Line,"  but  may  also  be 
considered  for  a  Pulitzer  Priz.e.  Professor 
Smith's  play  was  a  wonderful  contribution  to 
Black  History  Month. 

On  February  21,  1999,  the  Tuskegee 
Airmen,  the  United  States  Army's  first  African 
American  Flying  Unit,  visited  Ohio  University. 
They  shared  with  people  exactly  what  the 
Africans  contributed  American  History.  They 
spoke  about  all  the  wonderful  things  black 
people  have  done  to  make  our  country  what  it 
is  today.  The  Tuskegee  Airmen  were 
sponsored  by  Multicultural  Programs,  Black 
Students  Cultural  Planning  Board  and  the  Air 
Force  ROTO 

Another  African  American  visitor  that  came 
to  OU  during  Black  History  Month  was 
Yolanda  King,  the  Eldest  daughter  of  Dr. 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Her  speech, 
"Achieving  the  Dream,"  highlighted  African 
American  culture,  history  and  tradition. 
Wilfred  Shabazz,  the  oldest  brother  of  Malcolm 
X,  gave  his  speech  "Gathering  Strength  from 
Past  to  Present."    He  spoke  of  the  differences 


between  how  blacks  were  treated  in  the  past  to 
the  changes  of  today,  and  he  made  references 
to  accepting  people  for  who  they  are  and  not 
by  the  color  of  their  skin.  The  contributions 
made  by  African  American  people  should  be 
treated  with  respect  of  the  highest  form. 
Another  famous  African  American  arrived  at 
Ohio  University  during  Black  History  Month. 
Mohammed  Bilal,  from  MTV's  The  Real  World 
hosted  the  Black  Annual  Poetry  Reading,  on 
February  6,  in  the  Irvine  Auditorium. 

Black  History  Month  on  the  Ohio 
University  campus  was  incredibly  informative 
and  a  lot  of  fun,  too.  The  speakers  who  shared 
history  and  traditions  with  the  Athens 
community  were  vibrant,  and  it  was  fascinating 
to  see  and  hear  the  relatives  of  some  of  the 
greatest  leaders  of  all  time.  Black  History 
Month  was  celebrated  in  many  fantastic 

ways  at  Ohio  University.

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For  those  of  you  who  thought  that  student 
protesting  ended  with  the  sixties,  you  must 
have  missed  the  numerous  picketers  and 
protesters  on  College  Green  and  around  town 
throughout  the  1998-99  school  year.  It  was  a 
year  where  there  was  a  great  deal  to  protest 
about.  A  new  Wal-Mart  in  Athens,  an  Ohio 
execution.  Brother  Jed's  antics,  expanding 
route  33,  the  war  in  the  Balkans,  and 
continued  permits  attacking  Dysart  Woods 
were  just  a  few  of  the  issues  that  had  some 
Ohio  University  students  and  Athens'  citizens 
excited. 

The  Wal-Mart  campaign  brought  out 
petitions  and  complaints.  Continental 
Properties,  a  development  firm  in  Wisconsin, 
will  lease  60  acres  of  land  to  OU  for 
commercial  development.  Many  students  and 
Athens'  citizens  feel  strongly  that  Athens  does 
not  need  to  be  any  more  commercialized.  On 
the  contrary,  many  believe  that  a  large  retail 
store  such  as  Wal-Mart  is  exactly  what  Athens 
needs. 

"Right  now  there  are  very  few  places  to 
shop  where  you  can  get  a  lot  of  things  that  you 
need  in  one  place.  It  is  often  necessary  to  go 
to  Lancaster  or  Parkersburg  in  order  to  go 
shopping.  I  think  having  a  Wal-Mart  in  Athens 
is  a  great  idea,"  junior  Stacey  Antonucci  said. 
Athens  decided  during  summer  session  that 
Wal-Mart  would  not  be  allowed  to  set  up  shop 
in  town. 

During  spring  quarter,  one  of  the  biggest 
debates,   "Brother  Jed   v.   Swarm   of  Dvkes," 


turned  into  a  highly  publicized  protest. 

The  Swarm  of  Dykes  felt  that  the 
"Conservative  Front  was  guilty  of  circulating 
misleading  advertisements  and  that  they  were 
exploiting  the  group.  When  two  Swarm  of 
Dykes  members.  Heather  Mover  and  Tyle 
Fernandez  went  to  the  front  of  the  room  to 
begin  the  debate,  they  immediately  turned 
around,  and  about  20  other  members  got  up  to 
stand  behind  them  all  with  their  backs  to  the 
audience.  Taped  to  the  back  of  their  shirts 
were  fliers  that  read  "Our  vulnerability  in  this 
culture  will  not  be  exploited  for  your 
entertainment." 

The  Conservative  Front  allowed  the  silent 
protest  while  Brother  Jed  went  on  to  share  his 
"anti-homosexual"  views.  After  about  an  hour, 
the  Conservative  Front  called  the  police  to 
remove  the  unwavering  protesters,  and 
continued  to  air  the  live  show  for  some  time 
after  the  SOD  members  left. 

This  was  a  hot  topic  for  the  days  following 
the  debate.  Many  felt  that  the  Swarm  of  Dykes 
made  a  bigger  statement  than  they  ever  could 
have  by  actually  debating.  Others  felt  that 
they  had  merely  made  fools  of  themselves. 

It  seems  that  whether  protests  and  debates 
concern  the  city  of  Athens  or  whether  they 
regard  issues  at  OU,  such  controversial  events 
will  never  be  absent  from  college  life.

It  was  a  year  of  firsts  for  the  women's  eross 
country  team  when  it  came  down  to 
crunch-time. 

Sophomore  Jackie  Conrad  and  junior 
Melissa  Converse  became  the  first  women 
runners  from  Ohio  University  to  advance  to  the 
NCAA  Cross  Country  championships  in 
Lawrence,  Kansas.  It  did  not  end  there. 
Conrad's  time  of  17:30  put  her  in  26th  place.

an  Ail-American.

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Tlie  wrestling  team  once  again  had  a  tremendous 
year,  but  tournament  placement  still  put  the  team  at 
second  place  for  the  second  consecutive  season. 

The  team  had  placed  second  in  the  Mid-American 
Conference  Tournament  last  year,  while  opponents 
in  Central  Michigan  stole  first.  Ohio  was  hoping  to 
change  that  as  they  headed  to  DcKalb.  Illinois  for 
this  year's  MAC  tournament.  Instead.  Central  went 
home  with  the  trophy  for  the  second  time,  defeating 
the  Bobcats  124.5-60.5. 

However,  Ohio  wrestling  did  not  walk  away 
empty-handed.  The  team  placed  second  at  the  MAC 
Tournament,  and  nine  of  10  wrestlers  fell  into  the 
top  four.  Five  of  the  10  wrestlers  went  on  to  the 
championship  matches  to  reach  second  place. 
Aaron  Cooper,  Adam  Whitlach.  Josh  Heffernan,  Dan 
Bednar  and  Neal  Harvey  all  found  their  way  to  the 
championship  match  in  each  of  their  distinct  weight 
divisions. 

Ohio  still  ended  strong  for  the  season  with  an 
overall  record  of  11-d-l  and  a  MAC  record  of  4-1-1.

conditioning  and  practices  for  a  baseball  team,  they 
think  of  playing  on  a  actual  baseball  field.  Well,  for 
this  year's  team,  they  didn't  get  to  start  practicing 
this  way.  Because  of  weather  conditions  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season,  the  team  had  to  practice 
inside  Grover  Center— not  just  in  the  main  gym.  but 
in  the  closets  and  the  boiler  room. 

Injuries  were  a  big  part  of  this  year's  season. 
Coach  Joe  Carbone  said  Ohio  had  more  injuries  this 
season  than  in  any  other  during  his  21  years  as  a 
head  coach.

Defense  had  been  the  weak  point  for  Ohio  during 
its  6-3  spring  break  run  at  Bob  Wren  Stadium,  but 
the  Bobcats'  hitting  and  pitching  have  kept  them 
treading  above  water.  This  year's  team  was  made  of 
mostly  underclassmen.  "This  team  is  still  pretty 
young  as  far  as  some  of  the  teams  of  the  past." 
centerfielder  Brady  Mangini  said.  "My  first  two 
years  on  the  team.  the  majority  were 
upperclassmen.  Xow  I  think  the  upperclassmen  on 
this  team  are  the  minority.  I  think  that  might  reflect 
a  little  bit.  They  might  be  a  little  immature,  but 
we've  got  talent." 

There  were  some  high  points  during  the 
season.  One  high  point  came  for  first  baseman  Jeff 
Rook  in  the  game  against  Duquesne.  He  hit  two 
home  runs  in  the  game  and  tied  Bart  Leahy's  record 
of  30  career  home  runs  that  he  set  last  season, 
breaking  Mike  Schmidt's  record  of  27.  Rook  also 
tied  Leahy's  single-season  home  run  record  of  15, 
also  set  last  season.

"Expectations  are  a  lot  higher  for  us  this  year  and 
we  should  be  a  lot  better."  shortstop  Jackie  Rensel 
said.  "We  have  a  bunch  of  solid  seniors  and  a  good 
group  of  freshmen.  This  year  we  have  no  excuses." 
That  was  the  thought  of  not  just  the  shortstop,  but 
the  whole  Ohio  Softball  team  this  season.  This  is 
the  25th  anniversary  of  the  Ohio  Softball  program 
and  they  are  also  playing  in  a  brand  new  Softball 
facility.

Morris  was  crowned  the  new  career-hits  leader  with 
her  first  hit  of  the  game,  setting  the  current  record 
at  196  hits.  And  against  East  Carolina,  she  broke  the 
career  singles  record.   The  record  now  stands  at  146.

1  would  settle  for  seventh  because  the  top  six  were  set. 
We  beat  out  Miami.  That  was  excellent  considering  they 
beat  us  twiee  this  year." 

Even  though  the  Ohio  Men's  track  team  lost  many 
teammates  due  to  various  reasons,  the  future  still  looks 
bright  for  the  team.

Julec  Sovesky  and  Heather  Fueger,  both  of  whom 
averaged  78,  lead  the  women's  team  into  the  season. 
"Juice  and  Heather  are  two  of  the  best  in  the  Mid- 
American." Hollingsworth  said.  "They're  like 
Batman  and  Robin.  When  they're  on,  you  can't  beat 
them." 

"We've  worked  hard  and  we're  not  going  to  stop," 
Sovesky  said. 

"Our  goals  are  set  pretty  high.  We  need  to  get  our 
mind  set  and  see  what  happens." 

After  a  strong  spring,  a  ninth  place  finish  for  the 
Ohio  Men's  Golf  team  in  a  field  of  10  teams  can't  be 
satisfying.  "Realistically,  we  wanted  to  finish  in  the 
top  four."  Ohio  golfer  Erie  Herberth  said.  "It  was 
very  disappointing  because  we  had  a  very  strong 
spring." 

The  leader  for  Ohio  was  A.T.  Spires,  who  finished 
in  16th  place  with  an  eight-over  par  296,  came  in 
after  the  first  round  with  a  two-under  par  70,  but  he 
added  six  more  strokes  in  the  next  round  and  ended 
with  two  scores  of  75. 

"Obviously  the  conference  championship  is  big."

Working  Hard  and  Having  Fun  

Ohio  University's  greek  community  is  comprised  of  three 
governing  bodies  that  work  together  to  promote  academic, 
philanthropic,  and  social  activities.  Many  chapters  have  been  nationally 
recognized  for  their  commitment  to  the  campus  and  surrounding 
community  and  are  used  as  examples  for  other  greek  chapters  on 
campuses  across  the  United  States  and  abroad. 

National  Pan-Hellenic  Council  (XPIIC)  oversees  OU's 
historically  black  fraternities  and  sororities.  Although  NPHC  chapters 
promote  minority  involvement,  no  chapter  is  exclusive  to  a  particular  group 
-  anyone  can  rush  any  chapter.  Rush  is  the  process  of  membership  selection 
that  happens  every  year  at  least  once,  sometimes  quarterly,  for  every 
chapter  on  campus. 

Although  small  in  membership,  as  prescribed  by  their  national 
organizations.  XPHC  chapters  have  a  large  impact  on  the  campus.  Their 
focus  on  children,  education  and  philanthropy  comes  across  in  the 
numerous  fundraising  and  charity  events  the  groups  hold  annually.  Bowl  for 
Books  and  the  Yellow  Rose  Tea  are  examples  of  events  that  help  school 
children  in  need  of  supplies.  The  chapters  collaborate  on  some  events  and 
have  a  strong  sense  of  community  both  within  their  national  organization 
and  with  other  OU  Greek  chapters.  XPIIC  was  part  of  the  team  that  won 
both  Airbands  (lip  synch  and  dance  contest)  and  Greek  Week  overall. 

All  other  OU  chapters  fall  under  the  Women's  Pan-Hellenic  Association 
(WPA)  and  men's  Interfraternity  Council  (IFC).  WPA  represents  the  ten 
national  sororities  on  campus  and  works  closely  with  the  15  fraternities 
recognized  by  IFC.  This  year,  representatives  of  each  chapter  attended 
IMPACT:  a  leadership  conference  designed  to  break  down  stereotypes  both 
within  the  greek  community  and  those  of  Greek  Life  in  general. 

All  of  the  chapters  have  been  working  together  to  promote  the  positive 
parts  of  Greek  Life  at  OU.  Members  are  committed  to  individual  excellence, 
but  are  more  committed  to  helping  one  another  achieve  the  same  ends. 
Their  emphasis  on  grades  and  leadership  is  evident  at  OU  and  nationwide. 
The  greek  community  has  a  collective  g.p.a.  higher  than  that  of  the  campus 
and  over  85%  of  corporate  executives  in  the  United  States  are  members  of 
Greek  letter  organizations.  Their  common  bond  of  sister  and  brotherhood 
begins  in  college,  but  lasts  a  lifetime.

Then, 
someone  pitched  the  idea  of  having  all  dorms 
link  together  to  create  one  major  campus  radio 
station.  This  idea  gave  ACRN  its  start.  In 
1972,  the  Rock  Lobster  played  free  form  jazz 
and  progressive  rock  during  the  lunch  and 
dinner  hours.  In  1974,  ACRX  began 
broadcasting  24  hours  a  day,  but  one  problem 
was  students  couldn't  get  ACRN*  to  tune  in.  In 
January  of  1995,  CATYision  installed  cable  in 
every  dorm,  giving  every  student  the 
opportunity  to  listen  to  ACRN.  Unfortunately, 
the  Rock  Lobster  still  does  not  broadcast  on 
the  actual  radio  today,  but  if  people  get  a 
special  cable  hook  up,  they  can  tune  this 
station  in  on  campus.  The  Rock  Lobster  is 
100%  student  run,  and  we  are  lucky  enough  to 
be  able  to  listen  24  hours  a  day,  seven

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The  number  of  organizations  supporting  the 
gay,  lesbian,  bisexual,  transgender,  intersex, 
queer,  questioning  and  ally  community  (GLBT 
for  short)  has  grown  two-fold  in  only  the  past 
few  years.  More  internal  programs  like  the 
"Chicks  in  White  Satin"  movie  night  and 
games  at  Open  Doors  meetings  helped  GLBT 
students  network  among  themselves.  Members 
of  Swarm  of  Dykes  (SOD)  and  Open  Doors 
presented  workshops  at  the  Midwest  GBLT 
College  Conference  in  Madison.  Wisconsin. 
They  helped  other  queer  student  leaders  "find 
their  group's  focus"  and  "make  their  student 
organization  into  an  adjective"  ( a  reference  to 
the  "SOD-like  tactics"  the  university  said  it  did 
not  want  to  see).  Delta  Lambda  Phi.  the  first 
National  social  fraternity  for  gay,  bi  and 
progressive  men,  saw  its  membership  double 
and  began  the  strenuous  process  of  applying  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Inter-Fraternity 
Council.  GLOBE  (Gay  Lesbian  or  Bisexual 
Employees  of  OLT)  worked  on  securing 
domestic  partnership  benefits  for  OV  faculty. 
Resident  Director  Mickey  Hart  was  wished 
farewell  as  he  accepted  a  job  at  another 
university,  and  thanked  for  his  many  years  of 
support  and  direction  in  the  queer  community.

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Outreach  was  a  prime  objective  for  many  GLBT 
students.  The  interactive  theater  programs  "Where's 
Safe?"  and  "Bridging  the  Diversity  Gap"  helped  OU 
and  Athens  community  members  question  what 
they  could  d<i  individually  to  eliminate  homophobia. 
Building  on  the  national  momentum  of  combating  a 
rise  in  violent  hate  crimes,  students  and  faculty 
formed  the  student  organization  Advocates  for 
Social  Change.  GLBT  Program  Coordinator  Laura 
Harris  helped  realize  two  new  organizations,  the 
Resident  Life  GLBT  Ally  Group  and  the  GLBT 
Advisory  Committee,  enabling  GLBT-supportive 
students  to  become  more  active.  SOD  silently 
confronted  hate  speech  at  a  public  forum  with 
Brother  Jed.  and  the  largest  turnout  for  a  single 
event  was  the  anti-hate  crime  rally  organized  shortly 
after  Matthew  Shepherd's  death  in  Wyoming. 

Pride  Week  and  Ol'Tweek  added  34  unique 
activities  to  the  agenda.  Candlelight  vigils,  talking 
with  administrators  at  ice  cream  socials,  an  open 
forum  on  "the  Religious  Question."  GomingOUT 
Jewish,  and  even  a  float  in  the  Homecoming  parade 
(which  had  troubles  of  its  own)  added  spice  to  the 
activities.  The  Illusions  professional  drag  show 
benefited  the  Athens  AIDS  Task  Force,  while  the 
Diversity  Show  and  Swingin'  Drag  Soiree  were  just 
for  kicks  and  giggles.

The  Ohio  I'niversity  Marching  110  is  one  of 
the  top  ten  marching  bands  in  the  country, 
according  to  several  sources.  While  the  band 
only  has  half  the  members  of  other  college 
marching  band,  they  still  have  a  sound  that  will 
blow  you  away.  Being  known  as  "The  Most 
Exciting  Band  in  the  Land"  is  quite  an  honor. 
but  of  course,  the  members  must  work 
especially  hard  to  keep  it  up.  They  practice  an 
hour  and  a  half  every  day,  and  they  must 
attend  a  special  Thursday  dance  practice  in 
order  to  perfect  the  unique  routines  that 
earned  them  their  nickname.  With  over  150 
members  under  the  direction  of  Richard  Suk. 
they  are  expected  to  give  not  100%,  but  110%.

The  army  Reserves  Officers  Training  Corps, 
(ROTC)  is  more  than  :i  college  program  at 
Ohio  University    It's  a  tradition! 

For  over  o2  years,  army  ROTC  at  Ohio 
University  has  been  training  people  to  do  a  job 
that  is  also  a  tradition,  the  job  of  an  army  offi- 
cer. 

The  program  is  a  course  of  the  study  of 
leadership  and  military  skills  training,  prepar- 
ing Ohio  University  students  for  officer  respon- 
sibilities in  the  active  Army.  Army  Xationa 
Guard  or  the  Army  Reserves.  It  consists  of 
two  parts:  the  basic  course  and  the  advanced 
course. 

The  basic  course  is  usually  taken  in  the 
freshman  and  sophomore  years  (except  for 
scholarship  students).  The  students  get  to  see 
whether  the  discipline  and  challenges  appeal 
to  them. 

The  advanced  course  is  a  mutual  commit- 
ment. The  cadet  shows  their  commitment  by 
signing  a  contract  that  certifies  that  they 
understand  their  service  obligation.  The  army 
shows  it's  commitment  by  paying  every  cadet 
81,500  per  year  during  the  last  two  years  of 
the  program.  In  addition,  all  cadets  receive  pay 
for  attending  the  advanced  camp,  a  five-week 
camp  taken  between  the  junior  and  senior 
years. 

Army  ROTC  offers  the  opportunity  to  expe- 
rience leadership  and  obtain  management 
training  that  will  put  the  student  ahead  of  their 
contemporaries  in  any  field!

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UPOC    was    formed    in    response    to    the 
announcement    that    no    university   professors 
were  named  in  the  '97-  '98  school  year  as  a 
result  of  the  low  number  of  student 
nominations.  This  meant  that  there  would  be 
no  University  Professor  courses  offered  in  the 
'98-  "99  school  year.  Because  students 
commonly  referred  to  these  classes  as  "the 
best  classes  they  have  ever  taken."  this 
announcement    was    a    great    loss    for    many 
students.  UPOC's  mission  was  to  revitalize  the 
program  and  ensure  its  continued  success. 

First.  UPOC  restructured  the  nomination 
process  to  ensure  an  increase  in  voter  turnout. 
The  highly  publicized  three-day  nomination 
period  allowed  for  this  to  happen.  Second, 
L'POC  reached  out  to  students  to  inform  them 
about  the  benefits  of  this  program.  In  addition, 
we  stressed  that  UPOC  was  allowed  one  year  by 
the  administration  to  improve  the  number  of 
nominations  or  risk  losing  the  program 
altogether.  The  increase  in  nominations  from 
250  to  4.4S9  ensured  this.  The  most  important 
message  that  was  communicated  during  our 
campaign  to  restore  the  program  was  that  it  is 
the  voice  of  students,  relfected  in  our  slogan. 
"It's  your  voice."

STUDENT  SENATE 

accompishments 


1.  We  rewrote  the  rules  for  the  Student  Activities  Commission  to  allow  organizations  to  apply  for  funding  for  social  pro- 
grams. This  provided  funds  for  programs  that  drew  students  away  from  the  up-town  scene.  We  also  began  enforcing  the  audit 
process,  and  this  allowed  for  more  equitable  and  honest  funding 

2.  The  International  Affairs  Commission  worked  with  Hudson  Health  Center  to  provide  international  students  with 
more  options  for  health  coverage  Through  their  work,  international  students  began  to  be  able  to  waive  the  university's  require- 
ment that  international  students  buy  the  Of)  plan  This  commission  also  established  translator  lists  for  Hudson  and  O'Blenness 
Hospital.  These  lists  contained  the  names  of  students  that  would  be  available  to  translate  if  non-Fnglish  speaking  students  were 
in  need  of  medical  attention 

3.  The  Academic  Affairs  Commission  hosted  a  Deans'  Roundtable  to  discuss  the  academic  problems  of  students.  Also, 
starting  in  fall  1999,  the  names  of  the  academic  senators  will  be  listed  in  the  TRIPS  scheduling  book  Students  will  be  able  to 
know  and  contact  their  college  representative. 

4.  The  Women's  Affairs  Commission  hosted  another  wonderful  Take  Back  the  Night  Week.  New  events  decorated  the 
week,  including  a  mock  rape  trial  and  a  men's  breakout  session  Dr.  Michael  Coffman,  co-founder  of  the  White  Ribbon 
Campaign  was  the  week's  key-note  speaker. 

5.  The  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  Transgendered  (LGBT)  Commission  co-sponsored  Out  Week  and  Pride  Week.  LGBT 
also  worked  with  other  organizations  to  establish  The  Advocates  for  Social  Change,  a  group  dedicated  to  eradicating  hate 
crimes     Their  work  prompted  President  Glidden  to  issue  a  public  statement  condemning  hate  crime  on  this  campus 

6.  The  University  Life  Commission  was  successful  in  finally  securing  free  HIV  testing  at  Hudson  This  was  a  major  devel- 
opment and  the  result  of  months  of  effort.  This  commission  is  currently  working  with  Hudson  to  rearrange  the  health  center's 
hours.   This  work  should  be  completed  by  Fall  1999. 

7.  1  he  Black  Affairs,  Minority  Affairs,  LGBT,  and  International  Affairs  Commission  worked  together  to  host  a 
Diversity  Roundtable  This  meeting  brought  many  under-represented  organizations  together  to  discuss  diversity  issues  at 
Ohio  University.   After  the  meeting.  Senate  established  a  Diversity  Organization  Contact  List. 

8.  The  Off-Campus  Housing  Commission  hosted  two  housing  fairs  in  the  fall  to  educate  sophomores  on  the  city  of  Athens. 
OC11  also  hosted  a  "housing  tour"  to  show  the  administration,  city,  and  media  the  deplorable  housing  conditions  in  Athens. 
Members  of  OCT!  and  Senate  were  also  instrumental  in  beginning  the  Referendum  that  will  be  placed  on  the  ballot  in  fall  1999 
This  referendum  was  in  response  to  the  "couch  ban"  found  in  the  city's  housing  code. 

9.  Senate  focused  much  of  its  attention  on  visibility.  We  created  a  public  relations  staff  to  compliment  our  media  relations 
team.  To  increase  visibility,  we  began  airing  our  Senate  meeting  on  the  government  channel  We  also  hosted  several  "Meet 
the  Senator"  nights,  brown  bag  lunches,  and  we  passed  out  popsicles  on  College  Green  We  also  began  a  newsletter  titled 
Bobcat  Pride 

10  The  City  and  County  Affairs  and  State  and  Federal  Affairs  Commission  hosted  a  "Meet  the  Candidates"  night 
and  a  voter  registration  drive  before  the  fall  elections  the  State  and  Federal  Affairs  Commission  also  hosted  a  Gun  Control 
Debate  with  local  and  state  elected  officials. 

1  1  Recognizing  the  need  for  state-wide  communication  between  Ohio  student  governments,  we  hosted  the  first  ever  state- 
wide student  government  conference  From  this  weekend  conference,  the  Ohio  Council  of  Student  Governments  was 
formed  OCSG  is  an  organization  comprised  of  member  schools  dedicated  to  improving  the  lives  of  all  Ohio  college  stu- 
dents. 

12.  The  Board  of  Election  Chair  revamped  the  student  government  election  process.  For  the  first  time,  county  voting  devis- 
es were  used.    These  changes  contributed  to  a  record  counting  time— three  hours!

ll)')>> .  Another  great  year  is  over!  The  last  year  of  the  century  has  come  and  gone.  Fall  quarter  started  off  on  a  goocl 
note    for   the   Athena.    For   the   first   time,    the  yearbook   participated   in   the   annual   Homecoming  parade.   The 
Homecoming  theme  was  "There's  Only  One  Ohio"  and  members  of  the  staff  liked  it  so  much,  we  decided  to  use  in 
as  our  theme  for  the  book.  We  all  felt,  with  the  battle  for  legal  rights  to  the  word  "Ohio,"  this  theme  would  be  perfect! 
for  the  yearbook.  Finally,  with  the  perfect  theme,  the  staff  set  out  to  produce  the  perfect  book.

At  the  beginning  of  winter  quarter,  we  purchased  a  negative  scanner  which  was  desperately  needed  since  we  were* 
completely  digital  this  year.  During  spring  quarter,  the  yearbook  had  its  final  senior  portrait  session.  The  yearbook 
pulled  out  all  the  stops  for  the  final  session.  Artcarved  rings  and  the  College  Bookstore  participated  in  the  event,  a 
first  for  the  yearbook  and  it  was  very  successful. 

By  the  end  of  spring  quarter,  the  book  was  far  from  being  done.  Fortunately,  some  staff  members  were  able  to 
finish  the  book  during  the  month  of  June. 

Since  1  have  been  in  the  position  of  editor  for  the  past  two  years,  I  have  been  working  with  the  university  to  receive 
funding  to  publish  the  yearbook.  The  Athena  was  among  the  few  yearbooks  that  did  not  receive  any  funding;  thus, 
making  it  very  hard  to  produce  a  good  quality  book  with  limited  financial  resources.  With  the  support  of  the 
university,  and  especially  from  Student  Senate,  the  yearbook  received  SAG  funding  for  winter  and  spring  quarters.

Due  to  the  limited  financial  resources  of  the  Athena,  we  are  unable  to  pay  our  staff  members  or  editors,  including 
myself.  All  of  their  work  is  completely  volunteer.  I  want  to  personally  thank  all  members  of  the  Athena  for  a  job  well 
done.  Your  long  hours  in  the  office,  sometimes  up  to  30  hours  a  week,  were  greatly  appreciated.  I  have  some  special 
individuals  to  thank;  one  being  our  advisor  Jim  Rodgers,  also  Karl  Ohly,  systems  manager  for  The  Post,  and  Shep 
Black  from  the  Archives  Department  of  Alden  Library.  I  would  especially  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  all  the 
support  that  the  Athena  received  from  the  executives  on  Student  Senate.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  members  of  staff 
that  went  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  throughout  the  entire  year  and  spilling  over  into  the  summei 
months:  photographer  Nancy  Wright.
